Xhe 17-year UmsusU, last seen in 1807, 
are due lo reappear this year, according 
to a late bulletin sent out by the Stale 
Agricultaral Expeflment sUtion at Lex- 
ing. warning farmers aad fruit growers. 
The 17-year k>cnst is harmful, because 
in the worm sUte It llveeby sucking ssp 
out of the roou of treee and shrnbbery, 
and when eggs are Uid, trees and plants 
on wliiah they are depoeited die. The 
locusl is the longest-lived insect known 
to scienlisU. Seventeen years ago the 
eggs from w'lich this year's crop of lo- 
custs will be hatched were kid on trees 
and shrubbero. The eggs, after three 
weeks, developed into worms, which 
dropped from the trees aad burrowed 
ia'o Ihe ground, where they have lived 
since 1897, preying on the rooU of trees.

FEET ANOFLOORS. 

Haw Mie Body May Be Robbed off lie 

Heat and Vitality. 
A cold floor is one that conducts beat 
away from the Iwdy, not necessarily 
one that Is cold in itself. A wooden 
floor aaft « Hone tfodr «x|iaaetf to the 

cold win la themselves have no great 
difference ia temperature. But one 
uiuy walk barefooted over a wooden 
floor with MMsparatlve comfort, no 
matter how cold the weather, wUie a 
stone floor will seem to freeze the feet 

On the other hand, in a warm room 
the stone floor will be warmer than the 
wooden floor, for it will take up the 
heat Thus the heat from a radiator 
standing on a stone or tile tluor will 
make it warm for several feet iu every 
direction, bat It will affect the wooden 
floor only very slightly. A cold floor, 
therefore, is not a floor which sends 
cold Into the body through the feet, 
but one which takes away the body 
heat, leaving It cold. 

Life consists in keeping op tha body 
heat. It is in order to get safllcient 
body heat th;it we eat and to retain it 
that we wear clothes. Were there no 
wlad aad If wa aM>ved harffly at all 
clothes would not be necessary, be- 
cause the heat of the body would keep 
a layer <»f iieattnl air about ii.s all the 
tim» But the wind add our natural 
movemeats eonstaatly dtopeme this 
layer of honteil ;iir, and iu consequence 
wo wear cloilies to keep this layer In. 

In suniiiier coolness Is seeiireil by 
kMse clothing, which lets the wind 
blow away the heated ahr; In spring 
and fall more r-losely woven garments 
keep the heated air near. In very cold 
weather furs are nsed, beea use the 
skin and the fur afford a powerful re 
Bistaaea to' the eaeape of body teted 
air. Aa leaf -as the body heat Is kept 
up Illness Is likely to be a long time 
awny. 

Cold floors rob us of boAi' heat— they 
steal away oar vitality. The slow sap- 
ping of vitality that comes from stand- 
ing on cold floors is fearfully weaken 
Ing to the systeoi. No aiattar how old 
or ragged a rag or eatpet. no matter 
how thtn a cork or fiber mat. It will 
lengthen your life and save yon from 
numberless discomforts which cold 
floon caaaa Msw Tark

Important Decision. 

The Supreme Court of ths United 
States reversed the oonvieUoa of the In- 
toraatioBal Harvestsr Gompaay of viola- 
tien theantl-tmst laws of Kentucky with 
fines of t5,000 eaoh in five cases. Suits 
were brougt In five Kentucky counties 
against ths Harvsster Company. Viola 
tionofthe State's anti-pooling sututes 
were alleged aad that priess fte agricul- 
tanA'Implomeots wore raised through 
pools with the Deering and Milwaukee 
corporations was ehaigad. The pouri 
pointed out that the psaaltiss ware in 
conflict with another State law which 
permitted tobaooo growers' pools to en 
hance prices. Justiee HolaMS stated 
that the law of Kentucky allowed the 
enhaneement of prices by combination 
up to the "reel valus" of tbe artlelee la 
question.. The court set aside the pen- 
alties on tbe ground that tbe exemption 
of tobaeee pools from tlie operation of 
the trust laws made penalties on manu- 
facturers for enhancing prices invalid.

A Homemade Contrivance That Will 
Be Found Effective. 
Now that tlie aeason for feeding roots

A contrivance that will be found ef-

Arsenate of Lead For Tobacco 
Hookworm. 

Washington, U. C, June 22, 1914.^ 

Tobaeeo growers In Kentueky. Tei - 
nessee and adjoinins States are advised 
by Government specialists to use arsenate 
of lead in froaioKthsir crop of hookworm 
— !he prealesl pesi that the grower in 
tbe dark tobacco districts has to face 
Arsenate of lead ia said to be both effec- 
tive and safer than Paris Green, which 
lia« been u^ed extensively against the 
pesta for some years. With it there is 
111! ribk of burning the tobacco, and this 
alone, in the opinion of the United Statss 
Department of Agriculture, makes iU 
use advisHble despite the somewhat in 
creaised e.\ponse. In addition it appears, 
unlike Paris Green, to h^ve no iajurioas 
elfpct upon th4 operator. 

I'litil recent years it was customary 
to pick ( If hookworms by hand — "hand 
worminf;" as the work was called. Ais 
labor grew scarcer and less effective, 
however, this method baaaMO loo ex- 
[K nsive and growers were compelled to 
employ an insecticide. Of those first 
employed, Paris Urcen proved the most 
satisfactory —or rather the least unsatia- 
factory. for it frequently causes a con- 
siiierable loss. In I'Jli, for example, in 
several fields in Tennessee it was esti- 
mated that the damage done by Paris 
Green ranged from 10 to 25 per cent of 
tiie gross value of tbe crop. Exceptional 
eases are on rt c <rd where the damage 
has run aa high as 50 per cent. Arsenate 
of lead causes none of this damaca,-ac- 
cordin;; to statements in Farmers* Bul- 
letin o'.i.j, "Ar.senate of Lead as an Insec- 
ticide Against the Tobacco Hookworms 
in tbe Dark Tobacoo Diatrieta," just 
publii-iied by the U. 8. Oopartmeni of 
Agriculture. On one occasion four acres 
of Kentucky tobacco were treated with 
an application of 5 1-1 pounds per acre 
of powdered arsenate of lead at a time 
v\ hen the worm averaged two a plant. 
Tuo 'lays later only four live worms 
were fuund in the entire field. Weather 
conditions andoabledljr contrlbatad to 
establish this extraordinary result, but 
ihey do not account for tb.a fact that 
ibere waa no injury to the iotiaooo from 
poison bum. The crop was well ad- 
vanced and at a stage when Phris Green 
burn is very common. 

To secure the best results, arsenate of 
lead should be mixed with some form of 
carrier. A number of experimaats indV 
cHiethat the most satisfactory earlier is 
finely tufted, freahly burned wood aahaa, 
of which a quantity at least equal to 
that of the poison should be used. Tbe 
two should be mixed very thoroughly 
and ilien applied when there ia no breese 
Hud the dew is still upon the tobaoao. 
A dust gun more powerful than thehand 
p(jwer ones now in general use is requi- 
!>'U> if ihe application is to be even, 
ihorougii and therefore effective. 

The cost of this treatment depends, of 
cuurse, upon the condition of the crop. 
1 1 is estimated, however, that in years 
^vhen worms are plentiful band worm- 
i!];: costs from $u to $10 an acre. Parte 
I ireen will do the same amount of work 
l or not more than t3 an aero and arsen- 
ate of lead at a cost of from $.1 to $5 an 
acre. From 312 to 5 pounds of the 
alter should be used at each application 
not includii:;.'. uf courss, the weight of 
the carrier. Since powdered arsenate of 
iead retails at approximately SS cants a 
pound, ibc cost of each application will 
range from She to $1.20, or less if the 
material is purchased in large quantities 
exclusive of the cost of carrier, labor 
dud other factois. This may seem ex- 
pensive, but it must be remembarad, 
the buliciin points out, thai arsenate Of 
lead is recommended not for its cheap- 
ness, but because it is certain not to in- 
jure the tobacco. In some years one 
application may be sutUcieot; iu others, 
two or even three nay be necessary. 
The number of es;gs and youn^: worms 
that appear on tbe plaaU will decide 
this. 

Althoutih the arsenate can be applied 
as a water spray in the proportion of 
three or four pounds to 100 gallons of 
water, the powdered form is the one rec- 
ommended by the viovernment experts. 
It is important, aioraovar, that there 
should be a tapja faMMaihOf arsenic 
o.\id in the poison. In order to obtain 
this (he coMomer shoald insist upon 
what is known as the Jiplumbic and not 
liie triplumbic form uf arsenate of lead. 
For bis ffuidaaea-tbe bnlletia lays down 
the following rule: 

' In order to be sure of receiving the 
diplnmUc form, denwnd that ibe man- 
ufacturer and dealer guarantee that the 
arsenate of lead you buy contains at 
least -iti percent of arsenic oxid in which 

not more than 1 per cent is fi'ee or pa- 
ter soluble.*' 

It is necessary to bavs a small percen- 
tage of free or watar-soluble arsenic in 
order to iosnrs agaiaat baming the 

tobacco.

Hookworm. 

Washington. 1). C, June 22, 1914.^ 
Tobacco growers in Kentucky. Tei - 
nessee and adjoining Slates are advised 
by Govern Bant specialists to use arsenate 
of lead infreaioglheir crop of bookworm 
—tbe greatest pesi tbat the gmwar in 
the dark tobacco districts has to face 
Arsenate of lead is said to be both efTec- 
tive and safer tbaa Paris Green, which 
has been used extensively against the 
pests for some years. With it i litre is 
no risk of burning the tobacco, and this 
Hlone, in the opinion of tbe United States 
Dopartoient of Agriculture, makes its 
u!>e advisable despite the somewhat in 
creased expense. In addition U appears, 
unlike Paris Green, to have na lajnrions 
fctfect upon tb^ (^rator. 
Until recent years it was emtomary 

to pick off bookworms by hand — "hand 
worming" as the work was called. Ak 
labor grew scarcer and less effeetive, 
however, this method became loo e.x- 
pensive and growers were compelled to 
employ an inseedeide. Of those first 
employed, Paris (Jrcen proved ilip most 
saiislaClory— or rather the least unsatis- 
fiictory. for it frequently- causes a eon- 
•^ido.-able loss. In 1912, for example, in 
M!veral fields in Tennessee il was esli- 
mated that the damage done by Paris 
(ireen ranged from 10 to 2') per cent of 
liie gross value of ibecrop. Exceptional 
cases are on n e >rd where the damage 
has run as lii|:li as 50 per cent. Arsenate 
of lead causes none of this damage, ac- 
cording to statements in Farmets* Bul- 
Ictin ".Arsenate I'f Lead as an Inscc- 
licic'e Agamst tbe Tobacco Uook worms 
II the Dark Toba.MM Distrlets," just 
publisiicd by the 1'. S. Department of 
Agriculture. On one oecssioo (our acres 
of Kentneky tobaoeo ware treated with 
Hii applicHiiou of 5 1-1 pounds per acre 
of powdered arsenate of lead at a time 
when the worm averaged two a phut. 

Twc) dajs later only four live worms 
were found in the entire Held. Weather 
eoaditioBs a nd o a h tadly contrlhiad to 
I'stablish this extraordinary result, but 
ihey do not accouui for the fact tbat 
there was no injury to tha idbaeeo froaa 
poisrn burn. Tlie crop was well ad- 
vanced and at a stage wbeu Paris Ureen 
bum is very eoasmon. 

To secure the best results, arsenate of 
lead should be mixed with some form of 
carrier. A amaber of eBperimaats IndV 
caiellial the most satisfactory carrier is 
lincly sailed, freshly burned wood ashes, 
of which a quantity at least equal to 
ihat of tlic poison should be used. The 
two should be nii.xcd very thoroughly 
and then applied when thereisnobrsese 
Hndlhedewis still upon the tobacco.

Since powdered arsenate of 
lead retails at approsimateiy 25 cents a 
pound, the cost of each applicai.on will 
range from 8Sc lo |1.'25, or less if ihe 
material is purchased in large quantities 
H.vclusive of the cost of carrier, labor 
thd other fuctois. Tins may seem ex- 
pensive, but il must be remeaihered. 
tbe bulleiio poiotii out, that arsenate of 
lead is recommended not for its clieap- 
ness, but because it is certain not to in- 
jure the tobacco. In some years one 
application may be sunicienl; In others, 
two or even three may be necessary. 
The number of eijgs and young worms 
that appear on the plauts will decide 
this. 

Ailhouch the arsenate can be applied 
as a water spray in the proportion of 
three or four pounds to 100 galkins of 
water, tbe powdered form is the one rec- 
ommended by the Uovernment experts. 
It is imporiant, moreover, that there 
sitouid be a large pareantage of arsenic 
oxid in the poison. In order to obtain 
this the customer should insist upon 
what is known as tbe diplumbic and not 
the triplumbic form of arsenate of lead. 
For his guidane»tbe balletia lays down 
I he following rule: 

' In order to be sore of receiving the 
diplumbic form, demand that the man- 
ufacturer and dealer guarantee that the 
arsenate of lead you buy contains at 
least .'to percent of arsenic o.vid in which 
not more than 1 per cent is free or wa- 
ter soluble ' 

It is necessary to have a small percen- 
tage of free or water-soluble arsenic in 
order u> insure against bumiic the 
tobaeeo.

AU the laws enacted by the Legisla- 
tore at the last ' ssss l sa, with the excep- 
tion of the Green-Glenn insurance law, 
which has been suspended under an 
agrsasaeat, are bow Ib ttrnt. It be- 
hooves the fellows who have been in the 
habit of carrying concealed weapons, 
givfaig sold ahaaks, heollagghig whhky 

or shipping it into dry territory for pur- 
poses other than the personal use of the 
coBsigt.oo to get posted. Tha paaalties 
are severe. Likewise it is up to the em- 
ployers of laborers and workmen of all 
trades and of . children to know and un- 
derstand the new laws affecting them 
and to give their employees the benefit 
of a digest of these laws.
